The Grid and Prefix Award Programme (GAPA) is proud to present the most detailed and 
comprehensive Digital Awards Program available today. This series is offered to both Radio Amateurs 
and SWL Operators. 

Awards offered by GAPA fall into two major categories based on call sign prefixes and grid 
square locations. 

Popular digital modes such as FT, JT, RTTY and PSK can be used to earn individual awards and 
as award endorsements.
